If the majority of residents in this county are no 
longer interested in the fair then why should the 
Board of Supervisors pay for its losses year after 
year? sea 

In the private business world you either dump a 
loosing proposition or make drastic changes to pull 
it out of the red. — - as 

Talk about our county fair has been plentiful this 
fall. Some of it goes like this: ; 

“Why don’t they close it up for good?” “Why don’t 
they close it down and establish a weekly cattle sale 


at the fair grounds?” “Why don’t we consolidate with). 


Emmet County and hold one big Northern Michigan 
Fair with all counties taking part?” “Why don’t they 
turn it over to the farmers and let them have their 
own county farm show?” ; ; 

This newspaper suggests now and will do so 
again just before the next annual meeting of the 
Charlevoix County Agricultural Society that all | 
those who take issue with the operation of the 
fair attend the meeting. of. Sst bee 

Perhaps then they will learn why it is so difficult 
to make a county fair pay off. aes 

Charlevoix County is not alone in this fair muddle. 
People around Petoskey are asking the same ques- 
tions. 

Last week an editorial in the Northern Michigan 
Review at Petoskey said: 

“Has the Emmet County fair become, like the horse 
and buggy, a thing of the past? In recent years sup- 
ervisors have haggled over whether or not to stage a 
fair because it has been a loosing proposition finan- 
cially.” | 

Here in Charlevoix County we have many ex- 
perienced “fair” men who have shown imagination 
and ability to stage a successful fair. Today these 
‘men, like Petoskey men, are shaking their heads 
over the problem and other capable men are try- 
ing their best to make the fair pay. 

So Charlevoix and Emmet counties are both faced 
with the same problems concerning their fairs; and 
it is beginning to look as though our smaller county 
fairs are giving way to the diversified attractions of 
our modern times. 

If the Charlevoix county fair is ever allowed to 
close, the action will hurt no one but the farmers. Boys 
and girls and:‘men and women who gain experience 
and confidence in themselves through taking part in 
the agricultural side of the program. 

And Charlevoix County shauld never be allowed 
to close its fair without first making provisions for 
an annual county farmers’ event that would contin- 
ue healthly farmer-participation in programs of- 
fering judging experience, prizes and all around 
education for our rural people—a thing, for which 
we believe, the Charlevoix County Agricultural 
Society was orginally established 64 years ago this

Why Pasture 
Production 


Drops In Fall 


A shortage of high quality 
roughage is the main reason milk 
production: drops off during the 
fall months, reminds Ed Rebman, 
Charlevoix county agricultural a- 
gent, 

. Larry Johneon, extension dair- 
yman at Michigan State College, 
points out that studies by the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture 
show that production of pastures 
drops rapidly in the fall. The fi- 
gures indicate that a pasture that 
can supply enough feed to pro- 
duce 80 to 85 pounds of milk a 
a day in May and June without 
supplemental feed only has en- 
ough growth left by August and 
September to produce 15 pounds 
of milk a day. 

The 1952 Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association records in Mich- 
igan show this drop in production 
by month: Average milk product- 
jon per cow was 30 pounds of 
milk in June, 25 pounds of milk 
in September and 23 pounds in 
November-——the low. 

In order to be sure that cows 
are getting enough feed from pas- 
ture, Johnson recommends that 
the dairyman should check pas- 
tures regularly to be sure there 


is enough feed for fall grazing. 


And the farmer should observe 
milk production every day so that 
any slight decline in production 
will be noted. 

Supplemental feeding should 
be started as soon as pastures no 
longer supply enough feed for 
full milk production, advised 
Johnson. Grass or legume silage 
is usually the best feed, notes the 
extension dairyman, but if it is 
not available, hay or corn silage 
can be fed with good results, 
Cows should be fed the amount 
they will. clean up rapidly.. John- 
son says that in some cases it 
would pay to increase the rate of 
grain feeding, too,

WHEREAS, the City of East Jordan, by virtue of an order of 
the Water Resources Commission of the State of Michigan and de- 
cree of the Circuit Court for the County of Charlevoix entered on 
May 18, 1953, in the case of The People of the State of Michigan 
ex rel Water Resources Commission vs. City of East Jordan, et al, 
has. been required to construct a sewage treatment plant and inter- 
ceptor sewers to alleviate pollution of the waters of Lake Charlevoix 
or other waters in the State of Michigan; . wn 

AND WHEREAS, to finance the cost of said necessary public im- 
provements the City Council, by resolution adopted Sept. 15, 1953 
has authorized the issuance and sale of general obligation bonds of 
the City of East Jordan in the aggregate principal sum of One Hun- 
dred Ninety three Thousand ($193,000.00) Dollars, under the pro- 
visions of Compiled ‘Laws of Michigan, 1948, paragraphs 123.247 and 
128 WHEREAS, in the opinion of the City Council, it is advis~

‘ THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN ORDAINS: | 

Section 1. From and after October 1, 1953, the complete se- 
wage disposal system of the City of East Jordan, ‘including all main 
and lateral. sewers, sewage treatment plant, intercépting sewers, 
-and all works, instrumentalities.or properties used or useful in the 
collection, treatment and disposal of sewage and industrial wastes, 
as now or hereafter added to, extended or improved, shall be oper- 
ated and maintained on a public utility rate basis, as authorized by 
law, particularly Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933; as amended, 
and Section 123.248, Compiled Laws of Michigan, 1948 (being Act 
320; Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, Section 3). . 

Section 2. The complete sewage disposal system of the City 
of East Jordan, as heretofore defined in Section 1 of this Ordinance, 
shall be and remain under the management, supervision and control 
of the City Council, who may employ or designate such person or 
persons, board or commission, in such capacity or capacities as it 
deems advisable, to carry on the efficient management and operation 
of the System. The City Council shall make such rules, orders and 
regulations as it deems advisable and necessary to.assure the effi- 
cient management and operation, of the System. 

Section 3. Said Sewage Disposal System shall have an oper- 
ating or fiscal year commencing on May 1st and ending on April 30th 
of each year. — ; x ; 

Section 4. The rates to be charged for sewage disposal service 
furnished by the System shall be as prescribed by the City Council, 
and shall be charged to all buildings or premises having any connec- 
tion with the System. Until otherwise provided, the initial rates shall 
be divided into two categories to be known as “Sewage Disposal 
Treatment Rate” and “Sewage Disposal Consumption Rate.” Said 
rates shall be as follows: ~ 

Sewage Disposal Treatment Rate 
‘Such rate shall be charged to all users connected to the System, 
based upon the size of the water meter therein (except in the case of 
apartments), as follows: ; 22 


Size of Water Meter Treatment Rate Per Year 


a % inch or less $20.00 
1 inch $30.00 

1% inch $40.00 

1% inch $60.00 

2 inch $80.00 

Each Apartment $10.00 


Sewage Disposal Consumption Rate 

Such rate shall be computed on the basis of 100% of the water 
rate charged to the same premises and shall be computed from the 
water consumption figures of the water department as evidenced by 
water meter readings. . 

. Additional Provisions 

1. No free service shall be rendered by the Sewage Disposal 
System to any person, firm or corporation, public or. private; or to 
any public agency or instrumentality. ; 

2. The City shall pay for all sewage disposal service furnished 
to it or to any of its departments at the foregoing rates, or any re- 
vision of the same. ; 

' 8. The City Council shall establish special rates for sewage 
disposal service furnished by the System and not covered in the above 
listed categories, If any land, building or premises has any sewer con- 
nection with the System, but has no water connection, a special rate 
or rates shall be fixed therefor by the City Council. 

4, The City Council shall also establish, if necessary, rates for 
supplying sewage disposal service to premises located outside the 
corporate limits of the City, which rates shall not be less than the 
rates provided for service furnished to premises within the corpor- 
ate limits of the City. ; 

5. Sewage disposal rates shall be billed and collected, subject 
to the same terms and conditions respecting payment, as are now 
provided for water bills. Such rates shall be shown as separate items 
on each water bill except in such cases where there is no water con- 
nection, in which event a separate sewage disposal bill shall be sent. 
Billing shall be under the supervision and direction of the Water De- 
partment of the City. 

6. The charges for sewage disposal service which are under 
the provisions of Section 21 of Act 94, Publie Acts of Michigan, 1933, 
as amended, made a lien on all premises served thereby, unless no- 
tice is given that a tenant is responsible, are hereby recognized to 
constitute such lien, and whenever any such charge against any piece 
of property shall be delinquent for six months, the City officials in 
charge of the collection thereof shall certify to the tax-assessing 
officer of the City the fact of such delinquency, whereupon such 

charge shall be entered uvon the next tax roll as a charge against such 
premises, and shall be collected and the lien thereof enforced in 
the same manner as general city taxes against such premises are col- 
lected and the lien thereof enforced: Provided, However, that where 
notice is given that a tenant is responsible for such charges and ser- 


vice as provided by said Section 21, no further service shall be ren-. 


dered such premises until a cash deposit of not less than Twenty-Five 
($25.00) Dollars shall have been made'as security. for payment of 
such charges and service. 

In addition to other remedies provided, the City shall have the 
right to shut off and discontinue the supply of water to any premises

shall become effective on and after October 1, 1953, and the reve-

A budget, showing in detail the éstimated costs of administration, 
operation and maintenance of the System for the nevt ensuing fiscal 
year, shall be prepared by the Water Commissioner of the City at 
least thirty (80) days prior to May 1st of each year, which budget 
shall be approved by the City Council.
